Albany, N.Y. -- On 10/21, the common council heard testimony on a NYG 
style ordinance that would ban all tobacco advertising within 1000 feet of 
schools. About 25 people spoke out in favor of the proposal. Only 4, a 
retail representative and several outdoor advertising representatives spoke 
on the issue. It appears that the testimony against the proposal has 
convinced the council to at least slow down the process. The possibility of 
a 

lawsuit has urged them to consider recrafting to make the bill able to 
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withstand a legal challenge. The council was also made nervous because the 
proposal had been billed as a health issue. Testimony at the hearing 
indicated that past legal decisions have stated that advertising 

restrictions 

cannot be defended on the basis of health. The mayor's position on the 
proposal i is still unknown, and his opinion appears to be important to the 
council. No new date has been set for further consideration.
